Even before the bill was .signed, 

the War Department announced 
that the full strength of the Na- 
tional fluard would be dratted in 
the United States army beginning 
July 15 and concluding August 5. 
Orders to bring the regiments to 
full war strength immediately ac- 
companied the notification sent to 
all Governors. A minimum of 329,- 
000 fighting men will be brought to 
the colors under tho-e order-, sup- 
plementing the 293,000 regular- who 
will be under arms by June 15. It 
is from these forces that the first 
armies to join Gen. Pershing at the 
front will be drawn, to lie followed 
within n few months by recurring 
waves from the selective draft 
armies, the first 50,000 of whom will 
be mobilized September 1.

HOW MEN WERE SELECTED 

In a letter received by this office 
from Mr. Sam II. McCormick, son 
..f Judge and Mrs. G. A. McCor- 
mick, the methods employed in se- 
lecting men for the training camp 
tit Fort Benjamin Harrison as out- 
lined by Major II. E. Ely, were ex- 
plained as follows: 

"First — Those who had military 
training; second, those with a col- 
lege education; third, men with bus- 
iness experience. Preference in all 
classes was given men of older ages. 

By this method of selection many 
desirable men were not . accepted, 
who should he able to get in on the 
next camp. While the second camp 
hud not been authorized it is be- 
lieved by Major Eli that there will 
be three or four more of the camps. 
Major Eli suggests that all not ac- 
cepted for the camp take the mat- 
ter up with him and a-eertain the 
chances for the next camp. Men 
sworn in but not accepted will have 
a preference on the second camp." 

Mr. McCormick, who has been re- 
siding in Lexington for the past few 
years was one of the first to be ac- 
cepted. He stated that he was 
suffering from the effects of vacci- 
nation, having been vaccinated in 
both arms. 



ATLANTA ON FIRE 

Atlanta, Georgia was swept by « 
terrific fire Monday afternoon and] 
property valued at between two and 
three million dollars was destroyed. 
It is reported that 150 blocks have- 
been burned. In an effort to stop 
the spread of the flames many fine 
house- were dynamited but with lit- 
tle success. Hundreds of business 
men were called in from the of- 
ficer-' reserve camp at Fort Mc- 
Phear.son to help fight the flame* 
while fire companies from half a 
dozen neighborhood cities have been 
rushed to Atlanta to assist. 

The fire started in the poor sec- 
tion of the city which was complete- 
ly wiped out and rapidly spread to 
the neighborhoods composed largely 
of homes ranging in value from 
$2,500 to $0,000. The soldier- ren- 
dered great serviie in fighting the 
fires. The Red Cross Society is tak- 
ing care of thousands of homeless 
people. Strange to say only one 
person was reported as dead and 
thnt was a woman who died from 
the shock, many others reported in- 
jured.

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MEETING THE HIGH COST OF LIVING 

Here by One Who 



Timely Topic to Be Discussed on 

Has Made a Close Study of Foods and 




GEOHGE L. M'NUTT. the "dinner 
pall man," who Is to apeak at 
" the Chautauqua here on "Meet- 
ing the High Cost of Living," says that 
the tragedy of the city la that tt sep- 
arates the worker from the soil. Mr. 
McNutt has made numerous Interest 
tog experiments to gacdeutog. The ac- 
companying photograph shows him to 
a unique garden which he planted and 
cultivated while a resident of Val- 
paraiso, Ind. 

The garden was one of the show 
•pots of the city. Only 40 by 80 feet, 
It was made to produce over $50 worth 
of foodstuffs aud at the same time be 
a thing of beauty. This was done by 
constant toterplantlng. preserving a 
Continuous growth of vigorous greens. 

The aesthetics were secured l>y 
screening an ugly alley and some turn 
bledown fences and barns by three 
rows of sunflowers along two sides of 
the garden. As the picture shows, 
these attained to almost the stature of 
trees, being nearly sixteen feet high. 
At the same time these served us poles 
for Kentucky Wouder beans. 

Along the other two sides wss a 
hedge of cosmos. These with care at- 



tained a growth of nearly six feet Am 
the cosmos Is a fall bloomer, sweet 
peas were planted near enough to use 
the cosmos to climb on, making a very 

beautiful effect, peeping out through 
the mass of green of the cosmos. 

Rev. George U McNutt is 
among lecturers. Indeed, few 
hove to any degree come into contact 
with men in so varied circumstances 
as this experimenter to the laboratory 
of human nature. For seven years he 
tolled day to and day out along with 
the common laborer to see the world 
as the ordinary man viewed It.
